2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art reference, Wu et al. (USPN 7,039,721), disclose a method 
for mapping a public host address for a public host to a secret hose address for a secret 
host, where the public host address is available from a domain name system server and 
the secret host uses the public host address to communicate over the network (see 
abstract and column 5 line 37 - column 6 line 51). 

However, Wu et al., alone or in combination, fail to disclose the claimed features 

of: 

the dynamically notifying further comprises directly identifying the wireless 
terminal to the at least one other communicating party so that the at least one other

communicating party knows the current public address it has been notified of is the 
current public address of the wireless terminal.
